There are albums made to hold paper money but we do 
not know who mkes them. Mr. Blake, mentioned above, is 
an agent for one of the mkers. These are leather bound books } aa. 
the size of the paper money, containing transparent pockets to 
place therein the individual bills. We have recently Been some 
larger books to hold three bills, loose-leaved, made of celluloid 
or cellophane so that the bills can be properly inserted. These Ua 
are made and sold by Mr. Wayte Kaymonc, 465 Park Aveme, New York 
City. No collector of paper money, as far as we know, sticks 
or hinges his paper money into any book with paper leaves. 


There are no societies devoted to collectors of paper 
money. <All of the various numismtic societies have members who 
do collect such. 


Among the dealers, John Edwin Morse, Hadley, Mass. and 


' D. CG. Wisner, Hatfield, Penm. specialize in paper money, largely, 


however, the obsolete bills. 


An "ad" in the Numismatist, the only numismtic magazine 
in this country thet carries advertising, might be of benefit to 


you. I am enclosing a circular concerning the association that 


publishes this periodical. I am also enclosing a list of coin
